SHoutp you be travelling at this time of the year, 
look cometally at the labels that ornament your trunks 
and teaux. It will be an eye-opener to you. 
It reveal to you what sort of character you ave 
—at any rate, according to ge | porters. 

The language of the luggage label is almost as old as 
the railway. The porters on every important system 
possess a code of telegraphy by the manner in which 
they paste the labels on a traveller’s boxes that can be 
read as easily as the A.B.O. by any porter employed 
upon that system, and, indesd, by other porters on 
the various competitive lines. According to the posi- 
tion of these labels, so a porter can tell at a pases 
whether the owner of the luggage is considered by his 
comrades to be “mean,” “very mean,” “doubtful,” 
“ generous,” “very generous,’ and so on. 

ossibly, during some of your travels, you've 
noticed that, on the occasions when you have forgotten 
to tip the p aig’d who attended to your luggage, some 
little accident invariably happened. Your man- 
teau may have been scra or otherwise damaged, 
your hat-box or trunk smashed in. 

And, possibly, you’ve noticed, on other occasions 
when your memory hasn’t failed you, that you have 
received assiduous attention from most polite porters, 
while your fellow-passengers have bcen entirely 
ignored. rans, a enough, too, your luggage has 
failed to meet with the smallest disaster. 

These little mysteries would have-béen plain to re 
had you understood the language of the luggage label.

To avoid any 
mistake, howevor, for it would never do to classify a 

assenger as generous who, contrary to expectations, 
failed to bestow o tip when his luggage had been 
placed in the guard’s van, the porter adopts a little 


ruse. 

He loosely dabs a label on both the “generous” and 
“stingy” sides of a trunk. If a tip is bestowed, he 

‘oes back to the van, smoothes down the “generous” 
abel, and removes the “stingy”? one. If no tip is 
forthcoming, he does just the reverse. 

Supposing, moreover, that a nger, together 
with his luggage, crosses to another system. For 
example, say, on arising at the Great Northern 
terminus at King’s Cross he journeys across London 
to Waterloo for a station on the London and South- 
Western line. The L. & 8.W. porter would accept 
as correct the character given the traveller by his 
G.N. confrére, and would paste the labels on top of 
those already on the luggage. In the case of a 
“stingy’’ passenger on one line bestowing a tip on 
the other, the porter would carefully remove the old 
label and affix the new one in its proper position 
according to the code. 

Labels on the front of luggage, meaning “ doubtful,” 
are rarely to be seen, because the porter only places

he is unable to spare the time to return to the 
van and remove the label which is an incorrec 
to tho traveller’s character. : 

Passengers who are constantly travelling and are 
therefore well known to certain porters are classified 
as “originals,” and their labels are always pasted on 
the backs of their trunks and bags. Pasted vertically, 
this label indicates that the traveller is “stingy,” 
pasted horizontally, that he is “ generous.” “Generous 
originals’ are the favourites of all porters, and their 
luggage is always looked after with the greatest chre, 
while their owners are the first to receive attention. 

On one or two im nt systems the language of 
the luggage label is somewhat different. On the Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire line, for instance, the porters 
qualify the degree of sagaee or generosity by tear- 
ing off a corner of the label, thus indicating that the 
traveller is “very stingy” or “very generous.” On 
most of the Irish lines, and particularly on the Dublin, 
Wicklow, and Wexford Railway, labels are just siuck 
on anyhow, but the character of “stingy ’’ passcngers 

oes before them all the same. Such persons are 

esignated by an “N,’’ denoting “near,’’ chalked on 
their luggage. All other travellers are given the 
credit of being generous. 

On the Great Eastern Railway, again, the 
have only one plan. —— who tip ere known 
by the labels on their tru being pasted upside 
down, those pasted upright signifying stinginess.
